Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Indiana, That Benjamin I. Blythe be, and hereby is ap-

It shall be the duty of the said agent, to enter in- 
Agent to give to bond, in the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars, with 
bond. good security, to be approved of by the Governor, for the 
faithful discharge of his duty as agent aforesaid; which 
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bond shall be made payable to the state of Indiana, and be 
filed in the office of the secretary of state, for the use of 
any person who may he aggrieved by the act of said agent. 

Sec. 3. That Christopher Harrison, the late agent of the Duty of late 
three per cent. fund, shall pay over to Benjamin J. Blythe, gent. 
agent as aforesaid, or to his order, all monies that are now 
in his possession, which belong to said fund, and shall settle 
up his agency with, and deliver over to the said Beajamin 
§. Blythe, agent as aforesaid, all books, papers and vouch- 
ers belonging, or in anywise appertaining to said agency, 
and take his receipt therefor, which shall be a sufficient 
voucher for the said Christopher Harrison for the amount 
of money so paid, and for the books, papers and vouchers 
so delivered to the agent as aforesaid. 

Sec. 4. The said agent shall receive, as a compensation 
for his services, two per cent. for all monies by him receiv- Compensa- 
ed and paid out, as directed by law; and in case such agent Hon to agent. 
may wish to resign, lie may do so, by settling up all ac- 
counts with the Governor of the state; and it shall be the 
duty of the Governor, to appoint an agent to fill such va- 
cancy until the next meeting of the General Assembly.

An Act for the formation of a new county out of the counties of Monigo- 
mery aud Wabash. 


[APPROVED—DECEMBER “0, 1825.] 


Sec. 1. Bett enacted hy the General Assembly of the State 
of Indiana, ‘That from and after the first day of April wext, 
all that tract of country included within the following boun- 
daries, shall formand constiiute a new county, to be known:

The 
registers for the balance of the State are making out at the Surveyor 
General’s office on much more moderate terms than they could be pro- 
cured elsewhere; they are to be furnished for one dollar twelve anda 
halfcents per township. That for the Cincinnati district arrived a few 
days since, the balance are expected shortly.
